WOUNDED IN BATTLE. 


L « « A T IP I T A 'IK D A 8 C O H K <>F 
Y E A R N A F T E R W A R D S . 


For some time past; indeed during the 
past year; our felloxv citizen, J. N. Hyde, 
has contemplated the q uestion whether 
or not he had b etter have his w ounded 
leg, from which he has for years suffered 
greatly from neuralgic pains, amputated, 
and finally, after cousulting several phy­ 
sicians, concluded to risk the operation. 
Although aware that the operation would 
b e performed yesterday evening we felt 
that it was a delicate matter for mention 
in paper, the result 
was so doub tful; 
b ut now we are glad to state that the op­ 
eration was performed with entire success. 
Mr. Hyde stood the ordeal b ravely; rested 
very well list night and is quite comfor­ 
tab le to-day and the attending physicians 
have no fear of any troub le further than 
might b e anticipated ordinarily from such 
an operation. 
Doctors L aw and Brooks, 
of this city, and Powell, of Chicago, per­ 
formed the operation last evening. 
T he 
leg was amputated just ab ove the knee 
and the patient did not suffer very great 
pain, though he was somewhat prostrated 
afterward; prob ab ly from the effect of 
anesthetics taken as well as from the ner­ 
vous shock. 
It is hoped that he will b e 
relieved of the terrib le pains which he 
has endured for many years with b ut very 
short terms of relief. 
The first and prin­ 
cipal cause of Mr. H yde’s troub le with his 
wounded leg resulted 
from a minnio 
b all wound received in the b attle of 
Culp’s Farm, near Marietta, George, on 
the evening of July 3rd, 1864. 
The b a'l 
passed in ab ove the right hip and lodged 
near the spine, where it still remains. 
The shock appears to have partially para- 
lized the muscles and nerves of the leg so 
that the limb has not only b een of no use 
b ut actually a continuous annoyance. 
Since the day he was wounded in Georgia 
he has suffered almost constant pain and 
of late years it has b een growing more in­ 
tense until amputation was considered 
the only hope for relief. 
Mr. Hyde was, 
ab out one year b efore receiving the wound 
referred to. struck on the ankle of the 
same leg and quite severely wounded, b ut 
it not thought that this was the cause 
of the,great suffering he has endured. 


Acoidenfal Death 


—Here is the way that neighb or Morris, 
of the Rochelle Hera ld, talks ab out tho 
recent charivari murder case: 
Now that Arthur Nettleton has b een 
convicted of killing young White; one 
of the “ hazing" party that disturb ed the 
peace at the timo of young Ncttleton’s 
sister’s wedding, what is to b e done with 
the party that did the “ hazing?” 
Does 
this conviction justify them in m ak ­ 
ing that raid? 
Does tins conviction es­ 
tab lish the fact that their appearance there 
that evening with tin pans, shot guns, 
horns—in fact, everything b y which they 
could make hideous—is legal and right 
which will permit all the rowdies in a vil 
lage or a city to appear where they are 
not wanted, when a wedding is to take 
place. 
The way that this case has b een 
mauaged and the punishment meted out 
to young Nettleton, it looks as though a 
couple getting married had no rights 
which rowdies are b ound to respect. We 
may b e wrong however. 


—One night recently there occurred a 
lively row near the Lee county line, on 
the road to Mendota, in which were e n ­ 
gaged John and Paul Walter, b rothers, 
and Adam and Philip Zenke, father and 
son. 
Paul W alter came out of the scrim 
mage considerab ly hacked up, having a 
wound in the forehead which the doctor 
b elieves went through the skull; a gash 
extending from the b ridge of the nose to 
the jaw on the left side, a cut in the left 
shoulder; a stab in the right side: a jab in 
the b ack of the head to the skull and a n ­ 
other b etween the shoulders. 
The pa r­ 
ties were tu Mendota and took in too 
much b eer, b ad some angry words. 
It 
seems that b ad b lood has existed for some 
time, on account of trespasses b y stock. 
In returning from Mendota, John W alter 
passed Zenkc’s house; made some remarks 
not complimentary to the Zenke clan. 
Zenke came out with a gun, he and his 
b oy followed Walter some way on the 
road. 
Walter swears that the gun was 
pointed at him and snapped several times. 
The Zeukes were doing Paul up; Paul’s 
dog arrived and partaking to his master’s 
enmity to the Zenke faction, seized young 
Zenke b y the leg. 
This was more than 
they b argained for and they retreated.

“ Following 
in the wake of the waylaying of Henry 
Her/, another attempt of highway rob ­ 
b ery occurred after eleven o’clock, of 
which Fritz Wiesehendorff was the vic­ 
tim. 
He had reached tho alley running 
b y his lot when he received a terrib le 
b low across the face which nearly stun- 
I ned him 


John Tague came up from Sterling 
ab out midnight on a Northwestern freight 
train which docs not stop at the Dixon 
station b ut, on account of the “ up grade” 
cast of the depot, generally runs so. slow 
that passengers often alight front it while 
it is under way. 
Last night Jack Tague, 
as he is familiarly known, jumped from 
that train and falling head first upon the 
iron rail of the track his skull w« s so se­ 
verely crushed that he died ab out two 
hours afterwards 
A man from Sterling, 
whose name we did not learn, jumped 
from the car near the b ridge over the 
track on the Peoria and 
Dixon wagon 
road and landed without injury ; b ut when 
he went to look after young Tague, who 
jum ped from the same car soon after, he 
found the young man so severely wound­ 
ed that he could not walk.

Ab out three o’clock his b rother came with 
a conveyance and had started home with 
him b ut the wounded man died soon a f ­ 
ter starting, while near Lemuel Mulkin's 
residence on South Peoria street.

N bw Y ork :, O ct 28. —J a m es D. Fish, ox- 
president of the Marine bank, was on the 
witness stand in the tria l of Ferdinand 
Ward nea rly all da y Tuesday, testifying as 
to the plundering of the Marine bank and 
Gen. 
G ra nt 
An im porta nt fa ct brought 
out 
was 
tha t 
a t 
tho 
tim e 
the 
alleged 
fraudulent 
check 
for 
$71,000 
on the First Na tiona l bank was deposited 
in 
the 
Marine 
bank, 
W ard 
had 
only 
$2,200 in the former 
institution. 
That 
Grant & W a rd’s a ccount a t the Marine 
bank was overdra wn $22,545 on the evening 
of May 3, 1884, was another im porta nt part 
of the testimony. 
Mr. 
Fish identified a 
large number of letters tha t passed between 
him self and 
Wurd. 
In his replies to the 
questions he spoke in an em pha tic and 
positive 
manner, 
tha t 
appeared 
to 
carry 
decided 
weight, 
and 
arouse 
not a little 
sympathy. 
His 
testim ony 
as 
to 
tho 
Marine 
bank’s 
strained 
condition 
preceding the fa ilure was an­ 
other important part of tho ex a m ina tion. 
Every movement 
of 
tho 
witness 
was 
watched by tho spectators with in toim in­ 
terest 
When, as on severa l occasions, his 
anger was aroused a t questions put to him 
by the counsel for tho defense, it was {» lain 
tha t public sym pa thy was w ith him, nnd 
when in reply to the question wha t his oc­ 
cupation was, he spoke up sha rply and de­ 
fiantly “ A convict,” there was »» f-enmtion 
throughout the room. 
The da y was im porta nt in the case, as 
wea ving more closely a bout W ard the net 
which i* fa st closing upon him. 
The ex ­ 
a m ina tion for the people was conducted by 
Assista nt District A ttorneys 
Nicoll 
and 
Purdy. 
In the dfog» -oxaminations, Gen. 
Tracy conducted the caso for Ward. 
Dur­ 
ing Fish’s ex a m ina tion Mr. Cochran made a 
reflection upon the witness, which evoked 
an im m ediate rebuke from J udg e Barrett, 
The judgo said that the witnes* was en­ 
titled to the full protection o f tho court, no 
m a tter what his position was. 
In the course of his ex a m ina tion Fish 
testified tha t the la st tim e he sa w W a nt was 
threo or four da ys a fter the fa ilure. \He said: 
“ Ward cam e to mo and wanted to make » in 
ex pla na tion about the failure, and tha t tie 
couldn’t help it. 
I said to him tha t by his 
trea chery and deception he had ruined me, 
my fa m ily, the bank, and the reputation I 
hod been building up for years. 
I raised n 
chair over his bead and said tha t if he w a s 
not such a disg ra ceful, sneaking villa in nnd 
reptile. I’d kill him on tho s p o t” 
Mr. N ic o ll-W h a t did W ard do? 
Mr. Fish—He crouched on the floor like a 
whipped puppy and begged me to spare his 
life. 
I used the strong est la ng ua g e 1 could. 
He was more crouching than even as he sits 
now. 
1 to ll him he had better kill him self 
so the world would lie rid of bis presence. 
While 
Fish delivered him self of tiieso 
remarks, W ard’s fa ce flushed and he did not 
lo>k up a t the old man who was denouncing 
him so bitterly. 
The rost of Fish’s tosti 
mony was of a routine nature, and he soon 
a fterwa rd retired from the stand.

THE FLORIDA. 


HOW THE CONFEDERATE CRUISER 
WAS CAPTURED AND SUNK. 


H er Escape from Mobile*—The U. 8. Steam­ 
ship W achusott In the Chase—At 
Bahia« Bra zil—A 
“ Viola 
tion of Law.” 


[Rochester P o s t -Ex press.] 
Of the vessel Florida, it may not bo unin­ 
teresting to describo her construction. 
Hhe 
was built at Birkonhead, England, and the 
American minister, Hon. 
C. 
F. Adam-, 
¡ried, but in vain, to have her seized. 
Es­ 
caping under tho natno of Orot >, she was 
twice seized a t Nassau, but to no purpo e. 
Released, she soon appeared as a British 
man-of-war off Mobile, then blockaded by 
Commander G. H. Preble, who was afraid 
to fire on her, thinking tiia t she really was 
ene of her ma jesty’s vessoH. 
Hlie shortly 
ran past him and then showed 
what » ho 
roally was, a “ robel pirate.” 
The Oroto soon ran out of Mobile under 
the cover of darkness, 
and changed her 
name to tho Florida and commenced hor 
career as a pirate. 
Early in May, 1803, the 
Florida, whllo in the W est Indies, captured 
a number of barks and brigs, burning them 
to the water’s edge, or bonding them, “ pa y­ 
able six months aftor the recognition of 
(by tho United Htates) the independence of 
the Southern Confederacy.” 
The United States steamship VVachusett, 
commanded by Capt. Napoleon Collins, was 
detailed in tho summer of 1804 to find and 
capture the Florida. Capt. Collins proceeded 
to the Houth Atlantic *ud cruised along the 
equator, between the coast, of South Amer­ 
ica and Africa, hoping to have the good 
uok to meet the Florida outside the marine 
lim it of either coast. 
After cruising back and forth until every 
one was sick and tirel of the monotony of 
such work, ho put into the port of Bahia, 
Brazil, to coal and relit his vessel. 
Every 
effort was made while a t sea by “ ¿ (waking” 
all vessels sighted to find out the where­ 
abouts of the Florida, 
but to no pur(>ose. 
Arriving at Bahia a short stay was made 
and the vessel g ot ready for another cruise 
a t sea. 
The Florida had, Oct. ti, 1804, just cap­ 
tured and burned tha bark Moudamori, on 
the Brazilian coast, and ran into Bahia as 
the W achusett was steaming out. 
Some 
doubt existing as to the identity of tho 
Florida, 
the 
W achusett 
ran 
a short 
distance 
out to sea and 
returned 
with 
nightfall, 
when 
a boat and crew, com­ 
manded by Ensign L. Ludlow, was sent 
into the harbor with instructions to find 
out whether it was really the Florida. Lud­ 
low pullel into tho lmrhor after nightfall 
and pulled around the steamer, hailing her: 
“ Ship ahoy! 
Hello! 
W hat ship is that? ” 
“ Confederate « tearaor Florida, Ca pt Morris 
commanding.” 
Then 
the 
return 
hail: 
“ Boat ahoy! 
Hello! 
W hat boat is that? ” 
“ Hor majesty’s steamer Curlew’s.” 
(This 
lyw d on oto put the Florida’s (wople ot? 
their guard). 
Ludlow then returned to the 
W achusett and to an anxious commander 
apd crew and reported that it was a sure 
enough Florida. 
Then the excitem ent com­ 
menced. “ Are we going in to-night? Will wo 
ever g et a chance a t her? ” 
Everybody 
seemed excite I oxcopt the cool and calcu­ 
lating Capt Collins. 
Tho next day the American consul, \V» L 
<on. was pressed into the service and made 
the bearer of a challenge from Ca pt Collins 
to the commander of tho Florida to come 
out and light, 
but after several futile 
attempts to provoko her to a fight, a council 
of war was hold in the cabin of the W achu­ 
sett, and it was determined by all (with one 
exception) to go into tho harbor and sink 
the Florida. 
Bearings were made «>f her 
position, sides were calculated upon and 
the night of Oct. 7, IStU, was to bo “ the 
night.” 
Every one was ready for the oc­ 
casion; the intention was to run in, strike 
tho Florida amidships, sink her and steam 
out, 
“ But tho best laid plans of mice and 
men gang aft agiee.” 
Borne time in the 
afternoon n schooner shift« *! her jxvdtion 
and anchored alongside the Florida. 
A t 8 o’clock the cable was slipped and th® 
W achusett started for the harbor. 
Full 
speed was given and 
the 
Florida was 
doomed, but the blow that was intended foi 
her death struck hor forward of her m a in­ 
mast, and only damaged, but did not crip, 
pie her. 
Capt. Collins now demanded her 
mrrender, which was complied with by the 
lieutenant in charge (Capt. Morris and half 
tits crew being on shore). 
In a moment’s time the Florida was 
“ boarded” by the Wachusett, 
and by a 
hawser made fa st and crowding on all 
iteam the W achusett put out to sea, making 
no reply to the Brazilian fleet, and tho shots 
from the forts doing no damage. 
Bhe was 
toon outside the harbor with her prize. The 
Brazilian naval commander followed, but 
not fast enough, and soon returned to his 
harl>or. 
A prizo crew was put on board 


Ihc Fi r.'-la,'and tho crew and officers of 
that v? 'se: out to the Wachusett as prison- 
>ri of \va*. 
The Flori ia was ordered to keep in sight 
of the Wachusett. and we were bound to the 
United Spates. 
In conversation with some 
of the captured officers, they stated that 
ihev were glad to have been captu**ed; they 
¿ new the war was nearly over, and they 
bad got tired of burning and destroying de- 
renseless vessels, and they seemed to think 
that it was a “ god-send” to them to g et out 
of the Florida. 
Steam and sail were made on both vesMds, 
and in a few days the harbor of St. Thomas, 
W. I., was reached, and as we came from 
an infected port we wore put in quarantine 
in the outer harbor. 
W ay in among tho 
other vessels could be seen an United Stales 
man-of-war. 
Signals were tsxeban.god and 
we found tha t it was the Kearsarge. 
After 
nightfall a boat from her pulled around our 
stern. 
“ H e l l o , Collins. wh*t Is that va-ssel you 
have g it there? ” 
“ The Confederate vessel Florida, captured 
In Bahia.” 
“ Good; 1 have whipped and r>unk the Ala 
bam a off Cherbourg.” 
It was Capt. Winslow, of the Kearsarge. 
T v cc me on board was impossible, and the 
crew of the W achusett g a ve him threyi r ¿ us­ 
ing c heers as he pulled away. 
The Wachusett proceeded with .her p. izes 
to Hampton roads, and thence turned over 
the ve^el to the governm ent and sent the 
prisoners to Fort La fa yette, the W achusett 
going to Boston for repairs. 
On a represen­ 
tation of the case by the Brazilian minister, 
Secretary of State Seward disavowed the 
sets of Collins and ordered him to appeal 
before a court-martial. 
The Florida was 
ordered to be returned to Baliia, but nn 
army transport very conveniently zau into 
aer while she was a t anchor in Hampton 
road» and sunk her, and her wreck still re­ 
mains there. 
The court-martial on Capt. Collins found 
him g uilty of “ violating tho laws of nation» ,” 
and ho was sentencod to be suspended for 
throe years. President Lincoln shortly after 
remitted the unexpired period of the sen­ 
tence, and ho was promoted to commodore.
